Armed with a shotgun, Chronister fired several times at 
the fugitives, some of the pellets hitting the pair and their 
automobile. 
Leister told the state |>olice after his capture 
that he fired five shots at Chronister. 
Neither of the fugi­ 
tives was hurt by the shots fired by Chronister, because they 
were too far away, but some of the shot broke the glass in 
the taillight on an alleged stolen automobile in which the pair 
unsuccessfully tried to escape. 
E tude Neighbor 
As Leister and 
his com panon 
made their short-lived getaway, I). 
R. Miller, a neighbor of 
Chron­ 
ister, who was 
aroused 
by 
the 
shooting, missed an excellent op­ 
portunity to capture the 
fleeing 
pair. 
He hurried outside with a 
shotgun just as Leister and Free 
were 
passing his 
home. 
Miller 
r.sked them what the trouble was, 
and Leister is said to have answ er­ 
ed that they had been held up and 
their automobile taken from them. 
Miller, believing their story, 
al­ 
lowed them to go on. 
While Chronister was endeavor­ 
ing to stop the pair, Mrs. Chron­ 
ister called the local stat.*- police, 
and Corporal William Kasparvieh 
and Trooper William Davis hur­ 
ried to the Chronister home. A ft­ 
er learning the particulars of the 
attem pted robbery’, Corporal Kas- 
parvich sent Trooper Davis toward 
Abbottstown in an effort to appre­ 
hend the pair. 
Davit Arrests One 
..Trooper Davis was driving back 
'Chronister'*, after going to Ab­ 
bottstown, when he saw a young 
man walking along 
the highway 
toward York. 
As the officer called
